Birmingham-Southern  College  began  an  Evening  Program  in  1975  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Paul  Bailey  and  Dr.  Byron  Chew.  The  first  six-week  miniterm 
began  October  27, 1975  with  75  students  and  one  business  administration  major. 
Other  majors  were  added  later  in  accounting,  education,  health  care  manage- 
ment, human  resource  management,  and  psychology/sociology.  Students  com- 
pleted required  Liberal  Learning  (LL)  interdisciplinary  courses  to  meet  some 
general  requirements. 

The  first  Director  of  the  Evening  Program  was  Dr.  Natalie  Davis,  followed  by 
Dr.  William  Nicholas.  Currently,  Dr.  Edward  LaMonte  is  Dean  of  Adult  Studies, 
and  Judith  Hand  is  Assistant  Dean. 

The  College  announced  in  1999  that  the  Adult  Studies  Program  would  be 
phased  out  over  a  two-year  period.  After  a  twenty-five  year  history,  the  Adult 
Studies  Program  officially  ends  on  August  31,  2001.  There  have  been  approxi- 
mately 3800  adult  students  enrolled,  and  approximately  1400  graduates,  includ- 
ing seventy  plus  graduating  in  2001,  who  have  contributed  greatly  to  business 
and  community  life  in  Birmingham. 

A  Service  of  Recognition  was  held  on  May  24,  2001,  to  recognize  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  alumni  and  students  of  the  Adult  Studies  Program. 
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Students  reflect  on  the  hard 
work  and  dedication  that 
brought  them  to  graduation. 
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Adult  studies  students  enjoy- 
ing an  evening  together  at  a 
convocation  held  on  April  26.

The  women's  soccer  team 
ended  their  triumphant 
season  by  competing  in 
the  N  AI A  National  Tour- 
nament for  the  first  time.
